In many respects Bryan's visit to Mays 
ville was a signal failure, and in very few 
. was it a success. 

To begin with, the elements were very 
much against It. 

Early in the morning rain began to 
(all, and it was decidedly "ihowery" 
throughout the day. 

Undoubtedly- this kept muuy away, 
which is especially true of our near-by 
neighbors. 

By noon, however, the streets began to 
fill up, and the trains that came in during 
the afternoon over the C. and O. aug 
mented the crowd until there were proba- 
bly 4,000 strangers i'n the city, including 
those who came in 'buses and buggies. 

The cavalcade of 3,000 that had been 
promised failed to materialize, and in al- 
most every face was to be read unmis- 
takable evidences of disappointment. 

Shortly after the dinner hour the speak- 
ing began— almost simultaneously from 
the big stand at the head of the Espla- 
nade, at the Courthouse and at one or 
two other points. 

At the Esplanade Colonel W. LaRue 
Thomas opened the exercises, the "bawl" 
being kept in motion by Hons. Oilbar Cas- 
siday, Jo. Pumpbrey and Huckleberry 
O'Stanley of Fleming and Al Berry of 
Newport, followed by some gentleman 
who was wiser than any of bia audience— 
for ha alone of all the crowd knew what 
he was saying! 

The chief speaker at the Courthouse 
was Colonel Chilton A. White of George 
town, O , who, in true baok number 
style, was in a reminiscent mood. He 
dwelt upon the many noble traits of the 
"j late Hon. John D. Taylor, for many years 
<he bright particular star of the Mason 
County Bar. Bui when he passed to a 
review of the life and character of the 
^ate Judge Richard H. Stanton, the 
«uthor(T) of that peerless poem, 
"The Moneyleaa Man." and said he 
longed to visit his grave and bedew It 
with tears of sorrow, or words to that 
effect, the Reporter wished that 
Jolly "Jack" Stanton could have been 
present to hear the eulogium.

Incandescent lights had been arranged 
■ ii the stand, but the cords had gotten 
wet and this not only put out these lights 
l.ut all those throughout the city as well. 

The result was that when Mr. Bryan 
ascended the elevation In the center . t 
the stand only himself and those on the 
platform knew he was there, for those 
i!owd in the streets could not tell whether 
it was the "Boy Orator" or Jim Kehoe! 

For a few moments lie seemed worried 
at the water dripping down upon him, 
und when the crowds finally "caught on" 
that it was really Mr. Bryan who stood 
before them there was so much disjointed 
cheering that it was several minute- be 
fore he ventured to speak. 

With uplifted bands and an oft-re- 
peated s s s-he, be finally got the crowds 
quieted sufficiently to have heard a 
twelve-pounder Napoleon if it had beon 
fired within ten feet of them. 

He lcoked at his free silver watch— he 
wouldn't carry a gold one— and started 
out by saying that he had Just fifteen 
minutes to speak, and that every minute 
of disorder would curtail his remarks just 
that much. 

And then he scowled down upon the 
Reporters, "Don't take down the intro- 
ductory." 

He said it looked like the people were 
deeply interested in the political Issues of 
this campaign ;— and in view of what the 
people of Maine did to him Monday it 
»es look a little that way. 
After a few telling arguments of the 
same sort Mr. Bryan got down off hi* 
perch In the middle of the stand and 
mounted the seat that had been arranged 
around the platform and began speaking 
to that portion of the crowd extending 
down Market street. 

Miss Blackburn, who bad come upon 
the stand after Mr. Bryan had begun 
and who was aeated near the 
Reporter, Inquired, "How soon will he 
begiu speaking?" And she was not a 
little surprised at the reply, "He Is speak 
lng now." 

It was no longer necessary to request 
the omission of his remarks, for not a 
word could be heard by those fifteen feet 
behind him. 



Presently he started on a tour around 
the platform, moving slowly along the 
raised seat, holding an umbrella over his 
head and speaking as he executed the 
military "aide step." until he once more 
got within range of the Reporter's ears, 
when he got off those antique chestnuts 
about "plenty of money," a "dear dol 
lar" " scarce money" and a whole lot of 
kindred rubbish. 

After speaking about fifteen minutes 
Mr. Bryan gave his hearers tour 
that he had come a long distance out of 
his way to let them see him, and he 
nodded a good bye. 

Then there was a surge toward him, 
and being pressed by the crowd be said 
sharply, "Get off this platform;" and a 
moment later when some one made a grab 
for his hand he put a good deal of vine- 
gar and Cayenne pepper into bis voice 
and squelched the fellow with " I can't 
shake hands with all of you!" 

r. Bryan then made his way as best 
be could and as rapidly as he could 
toward the steps leading from the plat- 
form, where he was literally seized and 
carried by the mob to his carriage, and 
quickly followed by the others composing 
bia party the whole outfit was soon 
aboard the special train of the L. and N. 
bowling back to Lexington, from which 
place Mr. Bryan took the 10:55 train on 
the Cincinnati Southern, to speak some 
speeches down in Tennessee and North 
Carolina. 

Thus ended the visit of the Hon. Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan to Maysville; 

And to say that both his appearance 
and his speech were a Jlsappointraent to 
our citizens and to their guests, Is putting 
it very mildly.

Editor Public Ledger: Today was a 
great day for Republicanism in Nicholas 
aty. It was County Court Day, and 
city was crowded as never before to 
hear a political discussion between our 
able Congressman, Hon. Sam J. Pdgh, 
id W. LaRue Thomas of Maysville, the 
Democratic nominee. • 

Long before the hour of speaking the 
Courthouse was packed with an earnest 
and enthuslaatic crowd of Republican*, 
Popocrats and Democrats, sitting in the 
stifling heat waiting for the fun to begin. 

At 2 o'clock Mr. Green R Kellar opened 
the deal by introducing Congressman 
Pugh, who went at once at the Popocrats, 
their platform and candidate in true 
sledge-hammer style, and for one hour 
kept the audience intensely interested in 
his aide of the questions at issue. He ex 
posed the fallacies of free silver, and ridi- 
culed the comparison often made by the 
silver men of the commercial and indue 
trial conditions of the United States and 
Mexico.

To lion. William J. Bryan, Candidate 
for TYwrtWl of the United State*— Dear 
Sir: I beg to assure you that neither dis- 
courtesy nor annoyance is designed by 
this open letter. 

You are a candidate for the highest of- 
fice within the gift of the American peo- 
ple, and the entire people, whatever their 
political affiliation, have a profound in- 
terest in j our utterances and in the plat- 
form on which you stand.

If I have failed to state accurately and 
fully the exact meaning of the platform 
plank now under consideration, I shall 
gladly be corrected. 

Believing that I have done so, I charge 
that each of those statements is untrue. 

I affirm that prior to 1878 silver, as 
compared with gold, formed a very in- 
significant part of our coinage; that it 
was a very slight factor in the circulating

A comparison shows that prior to 1873 
the amount of gold coinage exceeded the 
silver coinage nearly 100 -rime*; while 
•Ince 1878 the (liver coinage 1* but a fracv 
tion short of one half the gold coinage. 

But the very statement that silver was 
"demonetized" by the act of 1S78. while 
suppressing all reference to the subse- 
quent legislation of 1878 and 1890, Implies 
an untruth of the gravest character. 

It implies that the unfriendly legisla- 
tion of 1873, which not only dropped ail - 
ver from the coinage but reduced its 
legal tender power to S5, continues to this 
date. There is no other possible infer 
ence from the mention of the act of 1878 
while ignoring subsequent legislation. 

But you well know the facts to be, that 
in 1878, full legal tender power was re- 
stored to silver, as it existed before 1873, 
and that today the silver dollar is a legal 
tender for all debts, public and private, 
and to an unlimited amount. You also 
know it to be true, that in 1873 silver was 
restored to the coinage and that by the 
Bland-Allison Act of that year, the 
United States Government » as required. 

each year thereafter, to purchase and 
coin $34,000,000 of silver— or three times 
as much in each year as had been coined 
into silver dollars during the entire his- 
tory of the Government prier to 1878. In 
1890 by the Sherman Law the Govern- 
ment was required to purchase monthly. 
4,509,000 ounces of silver, haviDg a coin 
age value in excess or f 50,000,000 per an- 
num, that is, In each year, six times as 
much as in all our history prior to 1873 

The statement, therefore, that gold has 
"appreciated" since 1873 by continued 
unfriendly legislation towards silver since 
that date, as compared with our previous 
history, is untrue as a statement of fact. 

I have omitted consideration of the 
subsidiary coinsgeof silver for the reason 
that in 1853 it wafdebascd, and its legal 
tender power, reduced to $5 for the ex- 
press purpose of limiting its use to small 
transactions, to prevent its export and to 
deprive it of all power as a general factor 
in the commerce of the world. The po- 
sition assigned to it by the Act of 1853 it 
still maintains, except that its legal ten- 
der power has been raised to 910. Its 
coinage since 1873 has been proportion- 
ately greater than prior to that date.

OF THE PLANK "MONOMETALLISM DE- 
NOUNCED." 

It says: "We are unalterably opposed 
to the monometallism which has locked 
fast the prosperity of an industrial peo- 
ples in the paralysis of bard times.'* 

By this statement is clearly meant that 
the "paralysis of hard times" is due to a 
monometallism of "gold" prevailing in 
this country. 

But the coinage of silver since 1873 has 
been nearly equal to one-half the coinage 
of gold, while, prior to that date, it was 
but about the 100th part of the gold coin- 
age. Silver, as completely as gold, is a 
full legal tender fur all debts and dues, 
public and private 

Under these circumstances, I charge 
that the declaration against "monoout 
allium" of gold is a deliberate untruth.

It is Believed That All the Lead- 
ers Are Under Arrest. 

Tynan Did Not Intend to Go to Great 
Britain on Account 



London, S«pt 16.— The Daily News 
Wedneaday* nays that the police believe 
that they have all the It- ad ere in the 
dynamite conspiracy. It is understood 
(bat Hell intended to remain In Ureal 
Britain after the proposed explosions 
had taken place, but that the others 
would return to America via Havre, 
sailing thence on September 2(1. 
Tynan did ' not intend, to come to 
Ureat Hrltain, as by doing so he 
would run the risk of failing into 
the hands of the police who were anx- 
ious to capture him for his connection 
with the Phoenix park murders, aside 
from his connection with the dynamite 
conspiracy, of which he did not know 
the police had any information. He 
waa to stay in France, directing the 
operations of his fellow conspirators 
from Iioulogne-sur-Mer. The police 
believe that one of the prisoners will 



The morning papers all devote much 
space to details, rumors and theories 
concerning the dynamiters and their 
plot, but make no mention of any 
further arrests. It is stated that the 
police are still searching for somebody 
in Glasgow. 

Bouloonr-Svr-Mer, Sept. 10.— The 
public prociireur Tuesday examined 
Tynan and questioned him regarding 
his complicity in the murders of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Hurke in 
Phoenix park, Dublin. Tynan denied 
tbat he actually took part in the mur- 
ders. He is aware that his associates 
In Glasgow and Rotterdam are under 

GbAsoow, Sept 10.— Edward Bell, 
the alleged dynamite conspirator, who 
was arrested here on rmturday, has 
made a statement through hia lawyer 
in which he says that he is a native of 
Harlem, X. Y. He left New York city 
on August 19 *or Antwerp from which 
place he went to Berlin, later to Lon- 
don and finally came to Glasgow. 
It was his Intention, he says, to 
sail from Liverpool for New York 
Tuesday. Bell admits that he is a 
member of an Irish club in New York 
but denies that he is associated with 
any conspiracy. The incriaiinating 
documen.s lound in his possession, he 
says, were not found in the lavatoryof 
the hotel in which he was stopping as 
was stuted Mo.iday but were dropped 
by somebody in a London music hull 
where he picked them up. 

EXPORTS^AND TmPCRTS. 

Tbe Chief ol the Bmmo of Statistic* 
Makes HI* Kruun. 

WAMiiNttros, Sept lb.— The chief of 
the bureau of statistics reports the 
total values of the exports and Imports 
of merchandise from the I'nited States 
during the month of August. 1890. ami 
during the eight months ended August 
It, 1MW, as compured with similar 
reports during the corresponding 
period of the preceding year were 
as follows: August, 18'.MJ. So8.0S2.uu7; 
180.1, 833,880,019. Kight months ended 
August 81, 18%, S370,DS'J,4M; 1893. 8490.- 
887,408. In August last the exports 
exoeeded the imports by S19.104.34J. 
In August, 1805. the excess of imports 
over exports was 813,131,324. During 
the eight months ended August SI, 
1806, the excess of exports over imports 
was $99,700,010 and the excess 
S of. Imports for the corresponding 
period of the preceding year was 830,- 
380,410. In August, 1806, tbe imports 
af gold exceeded the exports by $3,073,- 
841, and during- the eight months ended 
August, 1S90, the excess of exports over 
Imports was S-J4.703.30l. The excess i f 
exports of silver over imports during 
the eight months ended August. 1800. 
was $38.310.430. 

TREASURY RECEIPTS 



r, Sept. 16 — For the first 
half of September the treasury re- 
ceipts have aggregated Sl'4.000.000 and 
the expenditures S13.051.O00, leaving a 
small deficit so far. 

The receipts are running g-J.OOO.OOO 
lighter than for the same period of last 
September, but expenditures are be- 
ing kept down, and it is probable 
that at the end of September a 
alight excess of receipts over expendi- 
tures will be shown. For the 11 weeks 
of the current fiscal year the deficit 
foots up 824,000,000. 'J his deficit will 
be increased during October to nearly 
$30,000,000. as October is a heavy inter- 
act paying month. The recent heavy 
importation* of gold is beginning to 
be felt in the treasury caah, the 
gold reserve now footing up $114,000.- 
000. As this reserve increases, the 
legal . tender holdings for which 
the gold to exchanged, are declining. 
U. 8. notes now in the traaaury amount 
to $73,000,000, a loss of $14,000,000 with- 
in a month. The total cash in the 
traaaury, Including the gold reserve, is 
stated at $ 848,600,000.

Jacksonville, Fin,, Sept 18.— Span 
tsh Consul Soils, of Florida, claiming 
authority from Spatn, is reported to have 
made a proposition to J. A. Huau, of 
the Cuban Junta and generalissimo Of 
the Florida expedition to Cuba, to the 
effect that the mother country would 
grant home rule to Cuba if the pa- 
triots would lay down their arms and 
cease hostilities by November L Mr. 
Huau is reported to have said that he 
was satisfied the junta would not ac- 
cept the proposition, aa It felt sure of 
securing complete Independence within 
six months. 

"If such a proposition had been 
made a year ago," said* Mr. Huau, "It 
would have been gladly accepted, and 
all wrongs under which Cuba has suf- 
fered would have been forgiven, but It 
Is too late now. The blood of too

THE POWERS 

Take Action In Retard to Protection at 
Conttantlnople-Relnforrenient of Bar- 
■ hlpe Probable. 

Constantinople, Sept 14— Via Sofia, 
Bulgaria, Sept 10.— The ambassadors 
of the powers held a meeting Tuesday 
In order to lay out a plan for measures 
for the protection of the differ- 
ent embassies and the foreign popula- 
tion generally in the event of a 
renewal of disturbances here. The 
plan is understood to include the united 
action of the guardshlps of all the pow- 
ers, each ship being assigned a certain 
position, and men to be landed at a 
given signal to protect threatened 
points. The defenses of the embassies 
will also, it is rumored, be considerably 
strengthened by an increase in the 
number of men now guarding them and 
by other precautions which will tend 
to make them capable of resisting at- 
tack for a considerable time. It Is also 
reported that, in possible contingen- 
cies, a number of additional warships 
of the powers will reinforce the guard- 
ships now doing duty in these waters.
